ITS SURROUNDINGS, SCENERY, CLIMATR, BTC. 

Epiron Staxoard :—Perhaps you will al- 
low me space in your columns for a few notes 
concerning our pretty little town. Tha town 
of Clinton is pleasantly located in Cut-off 
Valley, at the jumction of the Yale and Lil- 
looet roads, at an altitude of abuut 2,500 fect 
above the level of the sea, and contains a 
ho'el, two stores, a blacksmith shop, etc. 
The air ia pleasaGtand so invigorating that 
when one takes a gallop of a few miles, be 
feels as though he could overcome all the 


choose to drive up.the valley, which is al- 
most level for 10 wiles, we come to the foot 
ef Pavilion Mountain in aa hour. Then, 
slowly .and easily, we climb the mountain, 
our way made easy by a toad that will ever 
remain a monument to the genius and eaergy 
of Sir James Douglas. Arriving near the 
summit, we keep a sbarp lookout for the 
snow-white ptarmigan that frequents those 
airy heights, with a hope of bagging one of 
those rare aod beautiful birds. But on we 
go until we have reached an altitade of over 
5,000 feet, dnd Mh@"durselvés overlooking a 
grand panorama of alley, and motntaia, 
backed by the g.ittering peaks of the Coasi 
Ratge, which rise in an aobrokea chain be- 
fote, rousing all the poetical feelings of 
which our nature may be capable. There 
they are, in majestic grandeur, they guar 
dians of our beautiful) valley ; for they take 
from the storms a}l their fury, as weil as the 
greater pprtion of their muisture, in the 
shape of “snow and ruin, repdering our cli- 
mate, even in the midst of winter, dry and 
pleasant, which, but for them, would be cold 
and inhospitable, with a heavy coating of 
snow, where we now see grazs-covered bills 
and undulating plains, covered with large 
herds of cattle and sbeep, that browse and 
fatten on the rich herbage, without the pro- 
tecting care of man, even ia the midst of 
winter's piercing cold 


ANOTHER MARKET QMANTED. 


Well,-we drop our eyes on Lillooet, with 
its picturesque sitting aad prosperous farms, 
or turn tothe valley of the Thompson—all of 
which ere spread out before us—and while 
we drive back again we speculate on the 
rapidly increasing wealth of those valleys, 
and are impressed with the fact that produc- 
tion has far outstripped’ consumption, and 
that we must have some other market for our 
beet, bacon and flour than Caribco affords.
